Prior to Meeting. Borden Re- 
peats Edmonton Address.

Vermilion, Oct, 10.—The meeting of 
Hon. RK. L, Borden in Vermilion was 
possibly the most enthusiastic he has 
held in Alberta, Party feeling and 
spirit had been generating throughout 
the day at the Conservative conven- 
tion. Mr, Borden came down from 
Kdmonton in the private car Innis- 
free, stopping at Chipman for dinner. 
When the train pulled in at 620 a 
crowd, consisting of many of the dele- 
gates and citizens of the town, and 
the Vermilion band, were on the plat- 
form and gave Mr. Borden the warm- 
est reception since he left Calgary. 
A number of enthusiasts picked him 
up on their shoulders and carried him 
to the Brunawick hotel, while others 
carried the candidate, F. C. Morrison. 
On the stairs of the hotel, Mr. Borden 
briefly addressedgthe crowd, express- 
ing his pleasure at their courage in 
selecting a candidate whom _ they 
should endeavor to elect and carry 
their banner to victory ‘‘as soon,” he 
said, ‘‘as the government have cour- 
age to appeal to the outraged elector- 
ate,” ; 

Meeting Held in Freight Shed, 

The meeting was held in the new 
©. N, R. freight shed, when Mr, Bor- 
den and his party entered, there were 
about 400 peopie in the hall 

Mr. W. A. Thompson, president of 
the Conservative association, 
presided. He invited all those nomin- 
ated at the afternoon meeting to seats 
on the platform. 

In his opening remarks the chair- 
man said that Mr. Borden would be 
surprised to know that such an au- 
dience could be gathered in a town 
less than two years old. 

The first speaker was the candidate, 
F. C. Morrison, He was cordially 
and enthusiastically received. He 
thought this was the most successful 
convention in northern Alberta. He 
was fully in accord with the Borden 
policy. During the past three decades 
it was always the Conservative party 
that initiatéd coristructive legislation. 
The policy of Mr. Borden proposed re- 
medies for existing conditions which 
bore heavily on the west, namely, civ- 
il service reform, transportation and 
rural mail delivery. Borden's plat- 
form was his political confession of 
faith, and he accepted it without re 
servation, 

Mr. McCarthy Speaks. 


Mr. M,. 8. McCarthy, M.P., for Cal- 
gary, followed. He was pleased with 
the development of the fighting force 
of the Conservatives, He expressed 
his hope that he would sit. side by 
side with Mr, Morrison in the Com- 
mons at Ottawa after the next elec- 
tion, The people o? Alberta were in- 
debted to Mr. Borden for spending 
more time in Alberta than in any oth- 
er province in the Dominion. 

Discussing political issues, he said 
that up to 1902 the prevent govern 
ment had not caused the construction 
of a mile of railway except the Crow's 
Nest. More land had been surveyed 
by-the-Genservative government than 
by the present administration. 

Referring to Mr, Borden's platform 
he took up the subject of expenditure, 
citing the increase of annual expendi- 
ture of $38,000,000 $136,000,000. The 
publie debt had not reduced though 
promised by ‘‘that serio-comic jour- 
nal the Globe.”” Mr. Borden had 
pledged himself to restore the public 
lands and timbers of the province, 
which had been alienated by the fed- 
eral government contrary to the spirit 
of Coniederation. While the mines of 
the province were under federal! con- 
trol there was no incentive to the pro- 
vineial government to develop them, 
but were forecd to pay a royalty to the 
federal government, No pledges ever 
made by Conservative leaders had 
been broken. . 

The Laurier government since 1496 
had alienated 4,000 square miles of 
timber at $85 per mile, The triends 
of the government were always the 
successful tenderer. He repeated his 
arguments that settlement had been 
retarded by issuance of serip, and 
fake homesteading, which prevailed 
until two years ago. Fifteen thous- 
and homestead entries were outstand- 
ing until the regulations were amend- 
ed obviating this practice. 

By grazing leases 420,000 acres had 
been alienated, and other vast tracts 
of valuable irrigation lands which had 
been peddled in Great Britain, and 


thereby injured Canada’s credit, and 
caused a money stringency in the 
west. 


Several Local Sneakers. 
wMx. W. Pollard, of Chipman, ad- 
dressed the meeting on the harmony 
of the convention. He was always a 
Conservative, and would diways re- 
main so. Mr, John Moran, who was 
one o? the defeated aspirants at the 
convention, spoke on the land ques- 
tion. The settlers were not able to get 
the timber lands for lumber, but 
friends of the government got thous- 
ands of acres. No lover of Alberta 
could jorget that we were robbed of 
our lands, He endorsed the candida- 
ture of Mr. Morrison. 

Mr. Borden Well Received. 


Mr Borden was received with cheers 
and cries of “He's a Jolly good fel 
low.” He paid graceful tributes to 
the defeated aspirants, the candidate 
and the ladies 

His reception from sea to sea had 
been most gratifying, and presaged a 


protound change in public opinion, 
which was evidenced by the. large 
meetings like the one he was address- 
ing. He relerred to the responsibility 
assumed by Mr. Morrison and called 
upon the electors to share it with him 
and let no “feeding agent of the Lib- 
eral machine stuff the ballot boxes.” 

Mr. Borden followed in the main 
the same line of argument and divi- 
sion of his subject that he has fol- 
lowed at his other meetings in this 
province. First, he discussed the 
questions which he said were momen- 
tous in the west, namely, the lands 
and the national transcontinental rail- 
way agreement. <A direct tax had 
been placed on the people of this pros 
vinee because the grant of $375,000 in 
lieu of lands was not sufficient com 
pensation for the 1oss of our lands, 
and our wants respecting publie 
works, © Other provinces had a greate 
er reverrue from the sale of lands and 
minerals than Alberta. He pledged 
the party to the absolute restoration 
of public lands to the province. 

On the Railway Question, 

Dealing with the railway question, 
he advocated a state-owned transcon- 
tinental road operated by a commis- 
sion, Under the present G. T. P. 
agreement, the increment of value oi 
the common stock would be a yoke 
upon the necks-of the people. He re- 
peated his statement that he would 
extend the I. C, R. to the west under 
a commission. 

On subjects of general interest, Mr. 
Borden reiterated his statements 
made at his former meetings with re 
gard to civil service reform, rural 
mail delivery, improved postal facili- 
ties, nationalization of telegraphs and 
telephones, and a publie utilities com- 
mission, 

A portion of his time he devoted to 
a criticism of the increased expendi- 
tures, and the conduct of elections, 
which he characterized as ‘an orgie 
of crimes,” and charged that inquiry 
had been burked at every turn. 

The Funny Man Next. 

Mr. Bergeron concluded the meeting 
with one of his characteristic speeches. 
He devoted his attention mainly to a 
review of the political events since 
1878. The only thing that the Liberals 
gave to Canada was the potato bug. 

It was easy for Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
to be eloquent and use nice phrases, 
because he was never in earnest. He 
eulogized Blake jor repudiating unre- 
stricted reciprocity in i891. He re- 
peated his dramatic stunt with regard 
to the adoption of the Liberal plat- 
form in 1893, and by a speech whieh 
was a facetious caricature attempted 
to prove that every plank had been 
grossly violated, ‘ 

By dishonest® expenditure members 
of parliament who were unable to pay 
their taxes before being elected now 
were rolling in millions. That was 
where the money of the people was 
going, and the cause of the increase 
in expenditure. It was impossible, he 
said, to get any account of the expen- 
ditures’ as every attempt was voted 
down by the members. 

The new tariff he said was most un- 
British, because they held the manu- 
facturers by the throat, By the La- 
bor Bureau the Liberal government 
was attempting to take the laboring 
men by the throats.

Sad Fatality in Calgary Cement Works 
Walter Rider Electrocuted.

Calgary, Oct, 10.—One man dead 
and another in the hospital badly 
burned is the result of a sad fatality 
whieh occurred at the Alberta Port- 
land Cement Company's works yester- 
day afternoon about 4 o'clock, Wal- 
ter Rider is the naiie of the dead 
man, and L, Hutchinson is the other. 
The men evidently came in contact 
with a live wire and fifteen hundred 
volts of the fluid went through them 
killing Rider instantly and severely 
burning his companion, The men were 
found by fellow workmen lying on the 
floor of the building in which they 
were working by themselves and an 


exact account of the accident will 
never be known, 
Rider had noticed. the wires and 


evidently understood the danger con- 
tained in them for he remarked to 
some of the workmen during the noon 
hour that he felt nervous working 
there and would ask to be shifted in- 
to another portion of the building. 
Hutchinson was removed to the 
Holy Cross Hospital and up to four 
o'clock this morning was unable to 
give any statement as to how the ac 
cident occurred though he had reeov- 
ered consciousness, simply stating 
that he does not remember anything 
about it.

CHINESE HEAD TAX LAW. 


Admits of Peculiar Condition—Act 
Will Be Amended. 


Ottawa, Oct. 10—A curious effect of 
the present statute controlling immi- 
gration of Chinese into Canada has 
been revealed by the imprisonment 
of 18 Chinese at, Sydney, N.S, for en- 
tering Canada without payment of the 
head tax of $500. The department of 
justice has drawn attention to the 
fact that according to the statute, the 
Chinese at the end of nine months’ 
period of incarceration would be free 
men, and the general application of 
the law is that when punishment is 
inflicted for evasion of the payment 
of the head tax, that the Chinese are 
free go where they will. Puanish- 
ment “and payment of the head tax 
fire synonymous, and accordingly the 
Chinese at Sydney have been ordered 
to be deported instead of retained in 
prison, and at next session of pariia- 
ment, the act will be amended to 
make deportation the necessary result 
of the evasion of the head tax whether 
punishment is effected or not.

New York, Oct, 10.—-Complaints 
hyainst ariti-railroad legislation of 
various «tates characterize the annual 
reports of three - railroads ecmpauies 
which have just been issued, 

The roads are the Atchison, Topcka 
and Santa Fe, the Wabash and — the 
Chesapeake and Ohio. 

President Edward P. Ripley of the 
Atchison says of rate reduction 

“It is hoped and believed that th: 
public will soon realize that its re- 
¢ent attitude toward railroad com- 
panies in general hag not been just 
to their stockholders and bond dealers 
and also that unless the confidence of 
investors in the security and stability 
of railways investments is restored, it 
will be impossible to obtain the addi- 
lion railway facilities which are ne 
cessary to the development of the 
country.” 

President Ripley adds that the At- 
¢hison directors have suspended var- 
ious extensive projects which were 
eontemplated, and will limit the com- 
pany’s capital expenditures to the 
completion of improvements which 
the company is already committed 


President Geo, W. Stevens of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio, says: ‘It 
would seem to be the interest of the 


community and people served by its 
(the railroads) lines, that the revenues 
should not be lessened or the credit 
injured by further reduction of rates 
that are now inadequate to meet the 
requirements of the property and yield 
the return whieh shareholders may 
rightfully and reasonably expect.”

Cards as Substitutes, 

Then why not let a card do the duty 
of a call, if the latter would interfere 
in any way with the care of the home 
or with pressing other duties?

WEST TOO BIG TO BE 
PROPERLY APPRECIATED. 


Hon. Edward Wood, of England, 
Speaks of Trip Through West— 
English Masses Interested in Us. 


10.—Among the arri- 
vals on the Canadian Northern from 
Edmonton yesterday were Hon, Ed- 
ward Wood of Yorkshire, England, 
and M. L. Egerton, of London, Eng- 
fund. They have been spending the 
last few weeks in visiting points ir 
the west, partly on a pleasure trip, but 
also with eyes open for possible in- 
vestnents. Both of them were en- 
thusiastic about what they had seen, 
and also very desirous that their pri- 
vilege should be shared by more of 
their countrymen, While in the west 
they visited Portage la Prairie, Broad- 
view, Calgary, Nelson and the cities of 
the coast, 
Too Big for Imagination. 

“No one in England,’’ said Mr Wood 
“can in the least. realize tho size of 
this country. We hear of the re- 
sources and the development of Can- 
ada, but we gain really no conception 
of it. If only more Englishmen knew 
Canada many of our problems would 
be solved,” 

Mr, Wood went on to say that the 
really important point about the re- 
cent rfots in’ the west was the fact 
that it showed. the. lack ef proper 
machinery for dealing with such ques- 
tions affecting both the mother land 
and the colonies. What is wanted is 
not an English foreign policy, but an 
imperial foreign policy. 

Mases Are Interested 

He had always noticed, when stand- 
ing for parliament, and addressing 
workingmen, that whatever shade ot 
polities they professed, they were all 
Interbeted in the colonies. This feel- 
ing should be fostered, and Canadians 
should be ag much interested in Eng- 
land as they are in one of their own 
provinces.

TEAMS FOR WORLD'S 
SERIES COMPARED. 

Will the Detroit Tigers win the 
world’s championship or will the Chi- 
eago Cus? This is a question heard 
at every turn among baseball fans. 

Differences of opinion make baseball 
the interesting game it is, and there is 
a wide diversity of opinion on the re- 
sult of the world’s series being played 
this week. Many things enter into a 
baseball game, and luck is an impor- 
tant factor, especially in so short a 
series, 

Eliminating these various conditions 
that may make or mar the chances of 
one or the other club, and looking the 
two teams over, man for man, Chi- 
cago’s teanf appears to have a slight 
advantage, 4s is shown in the follow- 
ing points 

The infield of the Chicago ,club is 
superior to that of the Detroit club, 

In the outfield Detroit has the ad- 
vantage. 

In right field will be Hofman and 
Cobb, Again the Tigers will have the 
advantage. Cobb has proven himself 
one of the greatest ball players in 
the country this year. He wiil outbat 
Artie two to one, and is a fast man 
on the bases, to say nothing of his 
ability to throw. 

Catchers—Here again the Cubs will 
forge far ahead of their opponents. 
Neither Schmidt nor Payne will class 
with Johnny Kling and Pat Moran 
will make the Tiger backstops go some 
to keep up with him. Schmidt is a 
good throwing catcher, but for brains, 
batting and general usefulness Detroit 
is weak behind the bat compared to 
the National League champions. 

The Pitchers, 

Pitehers—Chicago will present Over- 
all, Lundgren, Brown, Ruelbach, Pfics- 
ter and Fraser. 

Detroit’s standbys will be Donovan, 
Mullin, Killian and Siever. 

Overall and Donovan against each 
other ought to be a battle royal, for 
“Wild Bill” has developed into a 
sterling slab artist in the past two or 
three years. In the old days when 
Donovan was with Brooklyn, Chicago 
usually beat him, but how the Cubs 
will stack up now remains to be seen. 
These men are nearly evenly matched 
and the luck of the game will count 
for much, Detroit, it is said, Cannot 
hit speed; whether they ean or not 
will be shown when Overall burns 
them over. 

Lundgren and Mullin should make 
another fine battle, ‘“‘Lundy” is pitch- 
ing as great ball as dny slab artist 
in the country these days. Mullif, too, 
is a good pitcher, relying mostly on 
speed, which the Cubs can hit. 

Killain and Siever are both more 
or less unreliable, though good when 
right. Ruelbach and Pfiester should 
be their masters. This leaves the 
Cubs with Brown unaccounted tor, and 
Mordecai is the king pin cf the Cub 
staff. This makes the west siders 
look, to Chicagoans, at least, to have 
the cdge on their opponents.

As a base-running club Chicago 
looks faster. 
It takes more than pitchers, the 


catchers, the fielding or the batting to 
win a world’s championship or any 
other game of ball where the teams 
are evenly matched. There must be 
team work, perfect harmony and 
unity of action among the players, 
together with sufficient stick work 
good pitching, steady fielding and 
clever base running. 

Taking the players, man by man, 
and comparing them in their various 
positions, shows the following: 

At first base will be Chance and 
Rossman. The manager of the Cubs, 
known as the “peerless leader,’’ is re- 
garded as the equa! of any first base- 
man in the country, from a fielding 
standpoint, With the stick he is su- 
perior to Rossman, especially as a 
“pinch hitter,”” On the bases the Cub 
leader will be far and away ahead of 
the Tiger first baseman, 

Evers and Schaefer, 

At second base will be Evers and 
Schaefer. Evers is king at second base, 
from a fielding standpoint, though 
Schaefer is a fast fielder himself.” With 
the stick Evers will beat ‘‘Ger- 
many,” for the Tiger is a 
weak batter, though when he does 
manage to connect he hits hard. Both 
are fast base runners. 

At shortstop will be Tinker and 
O'Leary, Both are sensational field- 
ers, but O'Leary is a poor hitter and 
Tinker ought to outhit him.’ On

In left field will be Sheckard and 
Davy Jones. These men are nearly
